Those, under any and all circumstances, 
aro a disgrace to tho house that use3 thorn 
and an insult to its customers. 
Tho towel 


removes moisture from uho face and hands 
by rubbing. Tho friction does more, how- 
ever, than roinovo moisture alone. 
It 


forces off scales, pieces ot hand skin, 
lympk from cats and abrasions, mucus 
from tho nostrils, perspiration from tbo 
pores, pus from soros and •ulcers, nnd any- 
thing liquid that may bo excreted from 
tho body or may havo boon thrown upon 
its surface. 
The fibrous and interlaced 


structure of tho towol make it a marvelous 
receptacle and catch-all for those varied 
substances.
